RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at  the  seven 
markets  totaled  117,300  head  for  the  largest 
week's  volume  since  early  December,   1961.     This 
marks  the  fifth  consecutive  week  that  slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  have  shown  an  increase. 
Prices  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  were 
sharply  lower  under  the  burden  of  liberal  re- 
ceipts and  depressed  wholesale  meat  prices. 
Slaughter  steers  generally  sold  25-750  lower, 
however,   at  Chicago  prices  were  mostly  $1.00- 
1.50  off.     Heifers  were   steady  to  750  lower. 
Cows  at  most  centers  sold   steady  to  500  lower. 
Barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to  500  higher  in 
the  eastern  Corn  Belt  area  but  steady  to  500 
lower  in  the  western  Corn  Belt  area.  Slaughter 
lambs  advanced     5O0-$1.5O,  with  spring  lambs 
enjoying  the  largest  upturn. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Cattle  re- 
ceipts at  the  twelve  markets  were  the  largest 
for  any  week  since  January  and  prices  for 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  broke  sharply  low- 
er.    Liberal  supplies  in  the  early  part  of  the 
week  started  the  downward  trend,     in  turn 
wholesale  dressed  meat  prices  worked  lower  and 
live  prices  declined  on  each  session.   Slaughter 
steers  sold  25-750  lower  with  Chicago  $1.00- 
1.50     lower, suffering  the  largest  decline  for 
any  week  since  January.     Heifers  faired  a  little 
better  as  prices  were   steady  to  750  lower,   often 
selling  equal  to  or  higher  than  comparable 
grade  steers.      Cows  sold  steady  to  500  lower, 
except  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  steady  to  250 
higher.     Bulls  were  steady  to  500  higher  and 
vealers  steady  to  if  1.00  lower.     Good  and  Choice 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  constituted  the 
lion's  share  of  the  receipts  at  most  centers, 
but  feeder  cattle  and  calves  made  up  a  larger 
percentage  of  the  supply  than     the  previous 
week.

Other  terminals  reported  Choice  $24.75-26.50, 
Good  $21.25-24.75. 

Slaughter  heifers:     Monday  at  Chicago  load 
Prime  921#  brought     $27.00,  Wednesday  couple 
loads  at  $26.50,   and  load  high-Choice  and  Prime 
$26.75  at  St.  Paul.     Bulk  Choice  $23.75-26.00, 
Good   to  low-Choice  $21.00-24.00. 

Slaughter  cows:     Utility  and  Commercial 
$14.50-17.25,      Canner  and  Cutter  $12.50-15.00. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -    Mid-May  re- 
ceipts of  feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal 
markets  were  seasonally  moderate.     Medium  to 
average  Choice  grades  predominated  with  a  large 
percent  of  the  over-all  supply  made  up   of  500- 
750#  yearlings,  mostly  steers.     However,   the 
very  moderate  number  of  calves  marketed  was 


fully  normal  for  this  time  of  year.     There  were 
only  a  few  green  steers  over  750  lbs.  and  rela- 
tively limited  numbers  of  warmed  up  or  partly 
fattened  800-10S0#  which  were  purchased  for  dry- 
lot  feeding.     In  slow  trading  prices  at  mid- 
west markets  generally  were   steady  to  500  lower, 
instances  $1.00  off  at  Wichita  and  Oklahoma 
City.     Abnormally  hot,  dry  spring  weather  over 
much  of  the  mid-west  tended  to  dull  demand, and 
along  with  this, further  declines  in  slaughter 
cattle  prices  had  a  definitely  bearish  effect 
on  demand.

Choice  334/?  heif- 
ers reached  $29.00,  but  majority  of  the  heifers 
were  Good  and  Choice  350-500#  from  $22.00-26.75, 
one  load  Choice  509ff  included  at  $26.75. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Hog  supplies  at 
the  12  markets  were  1  percent  smaller  than  pre- 
ceding week  but  7  percent  larger  than  a  year 
ago.     U.  S.  No.  1-3,  200-26077*  barrows  and  gilts 
predominated  in  the  supply.     Uneven  price 
trends  prevailed  throughout  the  area.     Demand 
for  barrows  and  gilts  was  rather  broad  in  the 
eastern  Cornbelt  area  where  prices  were  steady 
to  500  higher,   instances  750  up  on  weights  under 
220#.     In  the  western  portion  of  the  area 
liberal  receipts  influenced  steady  to  500  lower 
prices.  Sows  were  generally  steady  to  250  lower, 
extremes  down  500  on  weights  above  400#  at  St. 
Paul.      Purchases  of  sows  increased  4  per  cent 
at  St.  Paul,  approximating  17  percent  while 
other  markets  ranged  from  6-11  percent. 

Barrows  and  gilts:     At  the  close,  U.  S. 
1-2,   190-240#  in  the  eastern  Corn  Belt  ranged 
from  $16.35-17.35,   in  the  western  area  $15.75- 
16.25.     Extreme  top  for  the  week  was  $17.75  at 
Indianapolis  while  Chicago  posted  a    $17.50 
peak.     Closing  sales  No.  1-3,   190-250#  were  at 
$15.25-16.65,  mostly  $15.75-16.65  in  eastern 
Corn  Belt.     Heavy  butchers  weighing  around  400# 
sold  at  $13.50  at  St.  Paul.

Hogs  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area  receipts  totaled   298,000  compared  with 
313,000  the  preceding  week  and  306,000  a  year 
ago.     Bulk  of  the  run  consisted  of  U.  S.  1-3 
200-250?  barrows  and  gilts.     Sows  made  up  9  per- 
cent of  receipts.     Prices  for  barrows  and  gilts 
generally  advanced  during  the  forepart  of  the 
period  under  good  demand   and  relatively  small 
receipts.     A  part  of  the  early  advance  was  lost 
later  when  receipts  were  rather  liberal  and 
prices  were  25£-40#  higher  for  the  week.     Sows 
sold  steady  to  25£  lower.

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -         Salable  receipts 
at  the  twelve  markets  totaled    113,000  head, 
compared  with  99,000  last  week  and  128,000  the 
corresponding  week  last  year.     Shorn  old-crop 
slaughter  lambs  comprised  bulk  of  supplies  at 
northern  Corn  Belt  markets,  while  spring  lambs 
made  up  a  liberal  portion  of  receipts  at 
southern  and  western  points.     Price  advances  in 
the  dressed  lamb  market  for  the  third  consecu- 
tive week  proved  a  stimulant  to  prices  in  the 
live  trade,   as  sales  in  both  divisions  attained 
the  highest  level  in  nearly  two  years.     For  the 
week  old-crop  slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to 
$1.00,  mostly  5O0_f?_.oo  higher;     spring  slaugh- 
ter lambs  SC£-$1.50  higher.     Slaughter  ewes  and 
feeder  lambs  were  generally  steady,   although 
sales  were  50£-$1.00  lower  at  Fort  Worth  under 
influence  of  liberal  receipts.

BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 


Prices  on  woolen  wools  at  Boston  were  20 
higher  in  an  active  trade.  Small  supplies  of 
greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  were  slow  but  firm. 
A  fair  volume  of  noils  sold  at  steady  rates. 

In  the  territory  States  supplies  were  some 
smaller  than  recent  weeks  and  most  wools  were  out 
of  first  hands.  Trading  continued  active  in  Texas 
and  a  fair  volume  of  wool  sold  at  higher  prices. 
A  substantial  volume  of  wool  was  being  shorn  in  the 
fleece  wool  States  and  a  fair  quantity  moved. 

Midweek  cables  from  Newcastle,  Australia  showed 
a  poor  selection  of  mostly  "B"  and  "C"  fault  wools 
with  Eastern  Europe  and  Japan  active  and  prices  par 
to  2j  percent  higher  compared  to  the  Sydney  close. 
A  good  selection  of  topmaking  merino  wools  was 
offered  at  Adelaide  with  Eastern  Europe  and  Japan 
dominating  at  very  firm  quotations.  Good  general 
competition  prevailed  at  Auckland,  New  Zealand  with 
50s-56s  advancing  in  price  while  medium  and  coarse 
crossbred  wools  were  firm  and  second  shear  wool 
irregular.  The  market  held  firm  in  South  Africa. 
Trade  in  South  America  was  dull.  Coarse  Argentine 
wools  were  lower. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  medium  fleece  wools  in- 
cluding  baby  combing  sold  at  51.07  clean  basis  on 
a  core  test  while  country  buyers  were  paying  around 
560  delivered  Boston  for  3/8s  and  l/4-blood  wools 
from  Iowa,  Minnesota  and  Missouri,  estimated  to 
cost  $1.07  and  51.05  clean  basis,  respectively. 
Buyers  also  paid  around  49-500  for  fine  and  half- 
blood  wools  in  the  fleece  States.  About  600,000;/ 
medium  grade  wools  sold  at  Abingdon,  Virginia  at 
59.88^-63.630  grease  basis  f .o.b.  Sealed  bid  sales 
in  Tennessee  follow:  Union  City  32,000jr  clear  med- 
iums 57.480,  half-blood  49.880}  Paris  16,000^  clear 
mediums  56.250,  half-blood  49.580;  Jackson  27,000# 
clear  mediums  57.380,  half-blood  49. 880 j  Dickson 
19,000rf  clear  mediums  57.010,  half-blood  48.510} 
Fayetteville  40,0O0ff-  clear  mediums  57.010,  half- 
blood  48.510;  Columbia  93,000^  clear  mediums  58.230, 
half-blood  49.230.

mated around  51-08  clean  basis,  delivered.  Colo- 
rado, original  bag  bulk  3/8s  and  l/2-blood  good 
French  and  staple  brought  around  $1.12-1.13  clean 
basis,  delivered  East.  California,  Bulk  fine  8 
months  ewes  wool  brought  42J-440  while  fine  and 
half-blood  spring  lambs  sold  at  400  grease  basis, 
f .o.b.  Local  dealers  estimate  clean  prices  on 
graded  territory  64s  at  $1.25-1.26,  60/62s  around 
$1.17-1.18,  56/583  around  $1.10  and  50/54s  at  $1.08. 

Mohair  -  Mohair  sold  at  66§0  for  adult  and  from 
96§0-$l.Ol^  for  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse  but  trade 
was  very  slow  in  both  Texas  and  Boston. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trade  was  dull  with  occasional 
sales  of  greasy  Buenos  Aires  combing  fleeces  around 
730  and  36/40s  lambs  wool  at  65^  clean  wool  fibers 
present  for  shipment.  Cabled  reports  at  week's 
end  follow  with  combing  wools  converted  to  clean 
U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring 
yields,  in  bond.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  sold  weak  to 
500  lower  along  the  Eastern  Seaboard  with  sales 
generally  500  lower  at  New  York  and  Washington. 
Cow  beef  was  mostly  steady  except  at  Philadelphia 
where  a  250-$l.OO  higher  market  prevailed.  Veal 
prices  were  very  uneven,  but  mostly  $1.00-2.00 
lower.  Calf  prices  held  generally  steady.  Old 
crop  lamb  carcasses  were  mostly  $1.00-2.00 
higher  while  spring  lamb  was  $2.00-4.00  higher. 
At  New  York  and  Washington  pork  loins  were  $1. 00 
lowerj  however,  pork  loins  at  Philadelphia  were 
steady  to  $1.00  higher  and  at  Baltimore  $2.00- 
4.00  higher.  Prices  on  other  pork  cuts  were 
largely  steady  along  the  Eastern  Seaboard  except 
spareribs  and  pork  butts  were  $1.00-2.00  higher 
at  New  York. 

Demand  for  kosher  steer  beef  was  only  fair 
and  prices  mostly  steady.   Kosher  lamb  prices 
were  fully  $1.00  higher.   Trading  was  brisk  for 
near  normal  supplies  of  lamb  and  bulk  of  the 
supply  was  made  up  of  spring  offerings. 

Supplies  of  most  classes  were  about  normal 
except  that  the  lamb  volume  was  rather  small. 
The  general  trade  was  rather  slow  although  steer 
beef  was  fairly  active  early  in  the  week.  Lamb 
was  an  exception  as  the  trade  was  active  through- 
out the  week.   Clearance  was  near  normal  despite 
the  slow  trade. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold  500- 
$1.00  lower,  Good  to  Prime  veal  $2.00  lower, 
Standard  steady,  lamb  $2.00-3.00  higher,  pork 
loins  8-15#  5O0-$1.OO  lower,  Boston  butts  4-8# 
500  lower,  spareribs  3#  down  steady. 

Normal  supply  was  on  hand  in  the  beef  and 
fresh  pork  divisions,  but  veal  and  lamb  offer- 
ings below  normal.  Beef  was  primarily  of  Good 
and  Choice  grades,  and  in  the  lamb  division 
45-65#  carcasses  were  the  most  plentiful. 

Carcass  beef  trade  was  generally  a  slow 
affair.  Rounds  and  ribs  were  very  slow  and  both 
followed  a  lower  trend.  Arm  and  squarecut 
chucks  were  only  moderately  active,  the  best 
action  early  in  the  period.  Demand  was  ex- 
ceptionally good  for  beef  loins  and  equivalent 
fabricated  cuts,  with  some  orders  going  unfilled. 
Veal  trade  slow,  all  grades  declining  except 
Standard  which  represented  only  small  part  of 
the  total  supply.   Fair  demand,  below  normal 
offerings  and  sharply  higher  replacements  were 
all  contributing  factors  to  higher  lamb  prices. 
Cuts  generally  moved  well  except  legs  which  were 


slow.  Fresh  pork  trade  opened  fairly  active 
but  was  slow  after  midweek. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass  steer  and  heifer 
beef  was  rather  slow  with  prices  steady  to 
$1.00  lower  in  the  California  area.  In  the 
Pacific  Northwest,  steer  beef  was  25-500 
lower  and  heifer  beef  largely  steady.  Cow 
beef  held  steady  in  the  Northwest  but  at  San 
Francisco  was  weak  to  $1.00  lower  and  steady 
to  500  lower  at  Los  Angeles.  Veal  and  calf 
sold  steady  to  $1.00  lower.  Spring  lamb  was 
mainly  $2.00-3.00  higher  along  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  old  crop  lamb  was  SI. 00-2. 00  higher 
in  the  Northwest.  Fresh  and  cured  pork  items 
were  generally  steady j  however,  at  Portland 
volume  sales  of  fresh  hams  were  $1.00  higher 
and  $2.00  higher  on  sliced  bacon.  Volume 
sales  there  on  smoked  picnics  were  $1.00 
lower. 

Supplies  of  all  classes  were  generally 
moderate  except  Choice  steer  beef  and  spring 
lamb  were  below  normal. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

CHICAGO,  DENVER,  OMAHA,  NEW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Demand  was  rather  poor  for 
more  than  normal  supplies  of  steer  and  heifer 
beef.   Trading  was  slow  all  week  as  prices 
declined  for  the  fourth  consecutive  week. 
Steer  beef  sold  5O0-$1.OO  lower  at  most  cen- 
ters ,  but  500  lower  at  New  York  and  weak  to  500 
lower  at  Philadelphia.  Heifer  beef  was  steady- 
to  750  lower  with  late  sales  5O0-$1.OO  lower 
at  Chicago.   Cow  beef  was  mainly  steady  to 
250  lower,  but  strong  at  Philadelphia. 
Clearance  was  good  on  cow  beef,  fair  on 
heifer  beef  at  most  shipping  centers  but  poor 
on  steer  beef. 

Demand  was  good  and  trading  active  for 
the  limited  supplies  of  carcass  lamb  and 
prices  again  moved  sharply  higher.  Old  crop 
lamb  sold  from  steady  to  $3.00  higher,  and 
spring  lamb  was  from  $2.00-3.00  higher j  and 
$3.00-5.00  higher  at  Denver.   Clearance  was 
good  at  shipping  centers. 

Pork  supplies  were  fully  normal  and  de- 
mand only  moderate.  Pork  loins  sold  $1.00- 
2.00  lower,  pork  butts  were  25-500  lower  and 
fresh  hams  steady  to  500  lower.  Pork  car- 
casses sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  New 
York  and  Philadelphia.   Clearance  was  near 
complete.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  IARD,      APRIL  30,   1962 


Red  meats  totaled  582  million  pounds  on  May  1,  up  30  million  from  a  month  earlier. 
These  stocks  were  10  percent  above  those  of  May  1,  1961  and  2  percent  above  average. 
Beef  holdings  at  168  million  pounds  declined  4  million  pounds  during  April,  compared 
with  a  12-million-pound  increase  during  April  1961  and  the  5-year  average  reduction 
of  5  million  pounds.     Beef  stocks  were  9  percent  above  May  1,  1961  and  13  percent  above 
average.     Total  pork  holdings  increased  32  million  pounds  and  were  at  312  million  on 
May  1,   about  16  percent  above  a  year  earlier,  but  5  percent  below  average.     During 
April  1961,   stocks  increased  26  million  pounds;     the  average  increase  is  28  million. 
Frozen  pork  increased  36  million  pounds  to  272  million  on  May  1,  while  cooler  pork 
declined  4  million  pounds  to  40  million  pounds.
